Caution Landed men in the Countrey,to coaform themſelves unto the ſaid Laws, Atts and Statutes of Parliament and Privie Councel above: written, and to all other Laws 
Statutes 3nd Attsof Parliament made thereanenr,8 relating chereunto;and particularly ordaining all Chiefs of Clans, and others afore-named, ſpecified, mentioned, 8 hereby 
intended, to cone and find ſufficient Caution,aRted in the Books of the High Court of Juſtice at Edinburgh, for Cauſes Criminal, or elſewhere, where the Court of Juſtice 
ſhall happen for the time being, ro be held, for them and cheir friends, followers, and deperdants peaceable carriage, according as they,or their Anceſtors and Predeceſſors 
have bcen formerly Ordained as aforeſaid, and under the pains therein contained , berwixt the Proclamation hereof, and the firſt day of Ofober next enſuing + 
with certification if they fail , they ſhall be holden as contraveeners of the ſaid Ats of Parliament , .and proſecuted accordingly with all rigour- And foraſmuch as 
the premiſſes are of Publick concernment, It is hereby provided and Declared, That no perſon whomſoever hereby intended for finding Caution as aforeſzid, coming into 
the Lowland, to provide and } oy in the ſame, ſhall any wayes in his perſon be moleſted or troubled by Caption, Arreſting, or other Impriſonment, for any Civill Cauſe 
whatſoever, untill the ſaid firſt day of Ofeber, and ten dayes after for their returns home be expired. And all Sherifs, Bailifs, Meſſengers of Arms , and all others 
whom it doth concern,are to take notice hereof,and give due obedience therevvto. And it is hereby Ordained, That theſe preſents ſhall be as ſufficient, as if every 
particular perſon hereby intended for g'ving Caution as aforeſaid, were herein ſpecially inſerted and named. This Proclamation to be publiſhed at the Mercat Crofle of 
Edinburgh,and the Metcat Crofles of the Head Burrowes of all other Shires next adjacent to thoſe patts where their Lands lye,where fiee accelle cannot be had.
